A CRICKET club says its pitch is ‘under siege’ 
from irresponsible dog owners whose pets damage 
the playing surface and leave their mess on it. 

The council owning the land has promised dog warden 
patrols to try and curb the problem with animal faeces, but 
says there is little else it can do. 

Peter Anderson of Seaton Cricket Club said the club’s 
three No Dogs signs were not only ignored, but one was 
defaced and another one stolen. 

It is not clear who stole and defaced the signs, but the 
club responded by painting No Dogs signs on the tarmac 
leading up to the pitch, to no avail. 

The problem is that the land is leased from East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) and is not covered by a dog ban. 

When first contacting Pulman’s View, Mr Anderson 
wrote: “At the end of my tether I am writing to express my 
disgust at irresponsible dog owners using the cricket field 
as their toilet ground. 

“Together with a number of other volunteers we try to 
keep the place a fit and healthy environment for adults and 
children to play sport. 

“The health hazards caused by dog faeces is well 
documented and it is totally unjustifiable to put dog health 
ahead of human health. 

“In addition, dogs scratch up the surface making the 
outfield uneven. As well as causing extra work and cost to 
repair it has the potential to cause injury to players fielding 


a speeding ball which suddenly jumps up at them as it 
crosses uneven surfaces. 

“Responsible dog owners must know who these selfish 
owners are. I appeal to them to name and shame them.” 

Mr Anderson is, among other things, the club 
groundsman and he says the problem has escalated. 

He said: “It’s been the worst I’ve known this year. We 
don’t want dogs there at all.” 

Mr Anderson says the problem is especially big in the 
mornings between 6am and 8am, and added: “I’ve never 
seen a dog warden there.” 

When spotting irresponsible dog owners, Mr Anderson 
has been given the slip. 

He explained: “I shout at them and they disappear, and I 
have lost the ability to run quickly.” 

When asked if the club had spoken to its landlord, 
EDDC, about the dog mess problem, he said: “No, we put 
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up signs.” 

An EDDC spokesman told Pulman’s View that early 
patrols would be organised, and added: “Seaton Cricket 
Field does not have any Dog Control Order in force, as this 
was not requested by Seaton Town Council when EDDC 
carried out its consultation. 

“Our records show this land as leased from EDDC. There 
is no legislation to enforce the club’s No Dogs signs. 

“We could carry out patrols but all we could do is issue a 
Fixed Penalty Notice for dog fouling. We are unable to ask 
people to leave the field. 

“We will arrange for an Environmental Health Officer to 
carry out some early patrols on this site. 

“If the club do want to have a Dog Ban or Dogs on Leads 
Order on the field, they would need to get Seaton Town 
Council to do this for them, as EDDC will not be making 
any additional dog control orders.”

Chamber fury 
over ‘limited’ 
questionnaire

ANTI-PAY and display 
parking campaigners in 
Seaton look set for a damage 
limitation exercise after 
council bosses said changes 
will be made. 

Devon County Council (DCC) 
says that pay and display parking 
will be introduced one way or 
another, which is why a 
questionnaire only featured two 
tick box options. 

As previously reported, 
opposition is rife in Seaton to 
introduce pay and display parking 
in the town centre as it is feared 
that traders will suffer. 

DCC staged an exhibition on 
Monday, March 22nd for people 
who had made representations on 
the issue. 

One of those attending was 
Marcus Hartnell, who is the 


chairman of Seaton and District 
Chamber of Commerce. 

He described the event as having 
included “a positive conversation” 
but he had an issue with a 
questionnaire. 

The questionnaire featured two 
options as to where pay and 
display could be introduced, but 
there was no box to tick for those 
being against pay and display full 
stop. 

“The tick box exercise should 
have had three options,” he said. 

A DCC spokesperson explained 
that the aim is to introduce pay 
and display in some form, which 
is why a third tick box was never 
an option. 

The spokesperson added: “”We 
are currently considering the 
feedback we received at the public 
exhibition. 

“We will use this to determine 
the scheme that we will propose. 

“In consultation with the local 


member and chair of the local 
Highways and Traffic Orders 
Committee (HATOC), we will 
formalise the proposals and 
advertise the Traffic Regulation 
Order, during which time there 
will be a further opportunity for 
people to comment on the 
proposals. 

“We have held open discussions 
with organisations and Seaton 
residents to identify areas where 
on-street pay and display parking 
could be implemented in the town. 

“Residents were also able to give 
further comments on the pay and 
display scheme as a whole on the 
response form and these 
comments will be considered.” 

The chamber is against pay and 
display introduction at this stage, 
saying things should be left as 
they are until the regeneration 
process of the town is complete, 
when the matter could be looked 
at again.

Farmer’s arrest 

A FARWAY farmer attempted a 
citizen’s arrest when he 
discovered people trying to 
break into a farm building.

AXMINSTER police are 
investigating an alleged case of 
actual bodily harm involving a 
car.

A GREEN space in the centre of 
an east Devon village could be lost 
if a controversial planning 
application is given the go ahead. 

Strong’s field in Chardstock, near 
Axminster, lies at the heart of a 
conservation area and is adjacent to at 
least two listed buildings. 

An application has been put to East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) by 
Linda Cook, of Chard Street, 
Chardstock. The plan would see a 
four-bedroom house and garage 
errected at the site. 

Residents of the village have reacted 
angrily to the proposals and a 
campaign has been started in an 
attempt to save the field. 

A spokesman for Save Strong’s 
Field said: “Strong’s field is the last 
remaining green field within the 


centre of the village. The field 
contains a store for all the equipment 
used for Street Fayre. Strong’s field is 
not just part of the rural scene it is 
also at the heart of the community. 

“Once Strong’s field is built on we 
lose this very special piece of land. 
This development will overshadow 
the traditional cottages along the main 
street. 

“If you feel that developing this site 
would be wrong, speak up. If we do 
nothing then EDDC will think 
everyone is happy about it and may let 
it go ahead.” 

More than 26 residents have voiced 
their concerns to the EDDC planning 
department. 

Michael Booth, of Woodcock Way, 
said he was objecting because he felt 
the design of the home was not in 
keeping with other properties in the 
village. 

He said: “The application adds 


nothing to the village. The proposal is 
not affordable to local folk and is not 
likely to be occupied by people 
working within the village. It is likely 
to be yet another commuter 
development leading to increased 
traffic and consumption of resources 
with little or no return to the 
community.” 

Jaqueline Dadds, also of Woodock 
Way, said: “The green space is an 
integral part of the village. Although 
it is in the centre of the village it was 
under agricultural use until recently 
so building these properties would 
represent a change of use and loss of 
agricultural land. 

“During certain times of the year the 
space has a social use as well and 
building on the site would remove this 
village amenity.” 

Patricia Secrett, of Tytherleigh 
Court, added: “This particular area in 
the heart of the village, which is a 


conservation area, is already 
completely over developed. My 
cottage and its immediate 
neighbouring cottages were built in 
the 1800s and are already encroached 
upon both from above and behind. If 
this development goes ahead our 
charming local stone cottages would 
be completely surrounded and 
hemmed in by new properties.” 

An EDDC conservation officer has 
recommended refusal for the plans 
because of its appearance and impact 
on listed buildings in the vicinity. 

Chardstock Parish Council has also 
recommended refusal. 

A spokesman for the parish council 
said: “Flooding was the main concern 
as a considerable area of pasture land 
will be hard surfaced. Chardstock is 
suffering from flooding in so many 
places, this would be an added 
problem.” The application is set to be 
decided by EDDC in the near future. 


Police cuts?

SHOW, festival and other event 
organisers could face a financial 
blow if police withdraw officers 
from traffic management duties. 

Devon and Cornwall Police are 
tight-lipped but admits it is about to 
commence negotiations with event 
organisers over traffic management. 

A well-placed source with a solid 
background in show management has 
told Pulman’s View that police will 
continue to manage the public order 
side of things, but will withdraw from 
traffic management duty. 

If that happens, organisers would 
have to pay other organisations for 
traffic management, which would 
negatively affect the various events’ 
contributions to charitable causes. 

The source said: “We would have to 
get highways to come and cone and 
sign the event — or the AA, who do 
approved signage. But where are we 
going to find the people to stand in 
the road and direct traffic? 

“Police used to do it at no cost to 
the charities. 

“Special constables used to do 
traffic management under the 
supervision of a senior officer. The 
extra cost to charities would be 
horrendous.” 

A Devon and Cornwall Police 
spokesman said: “We are currently in 
the process of commencing 
communications with local 
authorities and negotiations with 
event organisers over how traffic 
management at pre-planned events 
will be dealt with in the future.” 

It is not known how many events 
would be affected, but the source 
claims that Axe Vale Festival, 
Honiton Hill Rally, Honiton Show 
and The Grizzly Run would be 
among those affected. 

When asked why negotiations will 
take place and what type of events 
require traffic management, the 
police spoksperson said: “At this 
stage we are not in a position to 
provide any more information.” 


400-dwelling proposal on public view 


PLANS for a massive development in 
Axminster went on public show last week. 

Somewhere between 150 and 200 people took 
the opportunity to attend Axminster Guildhall to 
view Axminster Carpets’ plans for up to 400 
dwellings and a 10,000-12,000 sqft business centre 
plus open spaces, recreation facilities and 
allotments at Cloakham Lawn. 

Forty per cent of the dwellings would be classed 
as “affordable” if the development goes ahead. 

The proposal is far from a done deal, and must 
successfully negotiate two planning applications 
before any work can commence. 

Last Thursday’s exhibition was hosted CSJ 


Planning Consultants, which acts as an agent for 
applicant and land owner Axminster Carpets. 

In essence, the proposed development would be 
on the belt of land between Chard Road and the 
sporting facilities at Cloakham Lawn. 

The whole process is at a very early stage and 
there are several issues likely to be subject to 
debate. The first step for the applicant would be to 
submit an application for outline planning 
permission, which determines if the type of 
development is acceptable in this specific location. 

If the answer is yes, a more detailed application 
would then have to be submitted. 

An environmental statement and technical 


reports would be part of the planning applications 
to cover anticipated hot potatoes like traffic to and 
from the site — both during construction and after 
completion.

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NHS brands maternity 
cutback claims untrue

NHS Devon has slammed claims 
that maternity provision could 
end in Honiton, and in other 
community hospitals across 
Devon, calling them untrue. 

In an open letter to parents and 
parents-to-be NHS Devon has hit 
back at campaigners who have been 
protesting against what they see as 
proposed cutbacks to in-patient post¬ 
natal care at Honiton Community 
Hospital. 

A demonstration was taking place 
outside East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) headquarters in Sidmouth 
yesterday as this newspaper went to 
press. 

Under the proposals, which look set 
to come into force from this Thursday, 
April 1st, many mums could be sent 
home from Honiton within hours of 
giving birth. 

Honiton Town Council is planning 
to hold a meeting on Friday, 
April 16th. Representatives from NHS 
Devon have been invited to attend the 
meeting and will be asked to explain 
the reasons behind the proposed 
cutbacks at the maternity unit. 

Vernon Whitlock, of Honiton Town 
Council, said: “Honiton is very proud 
of its community hospital and 
dedicated staff. 

“We have previously fought 
successfully to retain the 24-hour 
minor injuries unit. 

“The cutbacks to maternity services

without any consultation with the 
town council or the local community, 
is totally unacceptable and we must 
call the decision-makers to account.” 

Thousands of people have signed up 
to a Facebook campaign against the 
plans and a recent petition-signing on 
Honiton High Street generated 
hundreds of signatures. 

Jayne Carroll, NHS Devon’s 


director of strategic commissioning, 
said: “There’s been a great deal said 
about maternity services in the past 
few weeks, not all of it accurate, and I 
wanted to explain the reason behind 
our proposals and provide 
reassurance. 

“It has been claimed by some, that 
these proposals are about saving 
money — or that they could lead to

New green service 


A NEW waste and recycling 
service has been introduced in 
Honiton and its surrounding 
villages. 

The service rolled out last 
Wednesday, March 24th. It means 
recycling and food waste 
collections will be done on a 
weekly basis and landfill waste will 
be collected every two weeks. 

East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) is behind the changes as it 
looks to increase its rate of 
recycling. 

David Cox, EDDC’s portfolio 
holder responsible for the waste 
and recycling service, said: “We 
know from experience that any 
major changes like this makes some 
people concerned and 
uncomfortable at first. 

“That is why we have put a lot of 
effort into providing information 
leaflets and road-shows so people 
can find out what they need to 


know. If people keep the leaflets 
and read them carefully, things 
should go pretty smoothly. 

“We all need to do as much as we 
can for the environment. It’s vital 
that we reduce landfill and increase 
the number and volume of the 
materials that we recycle. Councils 
play a large part in this by 
collecting and processing the 
waste, but we can’t do anything 
without the help and cooperation of 
our residents.” 

The new service has been rolled 
out across Honiton, Dunkeswell, 
Smeatharpe, Stockland, Dalwood, 
Northleigh, Southleigh, Farway, 
Payhembury, Awliscombe, 

Broadhembury and the areas in 
between.

Bid for five more 
gypsy site pitches 


A PLANNING application for 
permission to construct five 
transit pitches for gypsy families 
at Hawkwell Park, Hawkchurch, 
has been submitted to East 
Devon District Council (EDDC). 

A similar application was 
submitted a few weeks ago, but 
deemed invalid because it lacked 
sufficient detail. 

The application comes on top of 
one currently being dealt with for the 
removal of seasonal use conditions 
for excisitng transit pitches at the 
same site. 

As revealed in Putman’s View,

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BT bid to help 
improve village 
internet service

BT has said it will improve 
broadband services in West Hill if 
tests prove feasible to replace an 
outdated cable, according to a 
local councillor. 

As previously reported in Pulman ’s 
View, Claire Wright, Ottery St Mary 
town councillor for West Hill, has 
been pressing BT for improved 
broadband speeds in the Woodland 
Village. 

Bob Challacombe, BT Openreach 
director for the Midlands, Wales and 
West, held a meeting with Ottery 


councillors on Friday, March 19th, 
and has pledged to help. 

Mr Challacombe said: “We really 
want to help. Broadband speed 
demands will continue to rise as 
demands on computer applications 
increase. Frequent service 
interruptions are not acceptable and 
we will do all we can to rectify this, as 
a priority. 

“The cost of cable replacement 
disruption could well be significant 
and Openreach will do all that it can 
to minimise impact. The duration of 
the work would take several months 
as the current infrastructure to West 
Hill is almost at maximum capacity. 

“The proposed works would 


certainly provide residents with an 
increase in speed but more 
importantly give a much more reliable 
service.” 

Councillor Wright added: “It is 
brilliant news that BT hopes to invest 
in West Hill in this way. I have been 
inundated with emails from people 
who have had difficulties with slow 
speeds under one megabit or who are 
disconnected for long periods, it is 
very frustrating for them. 

“We would like to thank Mr 
Challacombe for his time and his 
obvious desire to help West Hill. We 
now look forward to hearing the result 
of investigations and hope for a 
positive outcome.”

No rail traffic if four-day 
planned strike goes ahead 


THERE will be no rail traffic 
through Axminster and Honiton 
if the announced strike goes 
ahead as planned. 

The dispute involves unions and 
Network Rail — and will badly 
affect rail traffic throughout the UK. 

South West Trains (SWT) said on 
Friday, March 26th that it will not 
run any trains in any direction 
between Salisbury and Exeter on 
April 6th, 7th, 8th and 9th. 

Instead “some rail replacement bus 
services will operate” on the route. 


A timetable was not issued at the 
time and precise details will be 
announced in due course. 

Further up the line from Honiton 
and Axminster, there will be a 
service once an hour in both 
directions between Salisbury and 
London Waterloo between 7 am and 
7pm. 

A SWT spokesperson said: “Full 
details of revised services will be 
made available as soon as possible 
on the South West Trains website at 
www. southwe sttrains .co.uk.” 

SWT MD Andy Pitt added: “We 


are very disappointed that our 
customers will be inconvenienced as 
a result of this industrial action. 

“While the rail network will 
remain open, we will be operating a 
vastly reduced service and the trains 
that do run are expected to be 
extremely busy. 

“As such, passengers will be 
severely impacted in their travel 
plans and are advised to check for 
the latest information prior to 
travelling, seek alternative means of 
travel where possible and to allow 
additional time for their journey.”

Back to pre-sckool 

YOU know that feeling when someone asks you to 
do something you are really not keen on, but you 
can’t think of a good reason not to in time? 

Well, that’s exactly what happened to me recently. 

There I was sitting comfortably in my editor’s chair at 
the Pulman’s View office in Axminster when I got a call 
from Karen Chapman, of McKinlay’s estate agents, in the 
town. 

I should have been more prepared when she warned me 
she had a favour to ask me, but I wasn’t. 

Would I go and spend a morning at Shute Little Acorns 
Pre-school and write my column on it to help promote the 
essential but widely unknown facility? 

Caught completely on the hop, my answer went 
something along the lines of, “Umm, well, umm, actually 
Karen, I’m not very good with kids... I’m better with 
horses!” 

“Oh, you’ll be fine,” she dismissed. “When can you go, 
I’ll organise it all.” And, before I knew what had 
happened, I was walking up the hill past the idyllic church 
at Shute, ready for my ‘first day’ at pre-school. 

To say I was nervous was an understatement. I’m fine 
with adults but I was feeling very anxious about the small 
people. Ridiculous, I appreciate, but true nevertheless. 

As I walked through the gates, it felt strange to know that 
My Lovely Farmer had once run round that very same 
playground as a child when he attended the primary 
school. 

Having never set foot in the school before, my first 
impressions were good. The playground was full of 
different things aimed at keeping the children occupied 
and challenged and it all looked exceptionally neat and 
tidy. 

I was met at the door and introduced to pre-school leader 
Amanda Churchill-Deam who welcomed me into the ‘play 
area’ where everything was in miniature — Alice in 
Wonderland-style. I met some children and had a chat with 
Amanda, who was in her second year as leader. 

As she told me about the pre-school and showed me 
around I was impressed by her obvious pride and 
enthusiasm, which was infectious. 

The pre-school, standing alone from Shute Primary 
School which has a very good name locally, is little known 
to the wider community. It is small with a leader and two 
assistants which means the child-adult ratio is very good 
and children get lots of one-to-one time because of it. 

And its small size certainly doesn’t mean it is not busy 
— far from it in fact. These youngsters, from two-and-a- 
half up to rising five, get to do all sorts of stuff to keep 
them entertained and learning. 

They have regular visits to The Donkey Sanctuary at 
Sidmouth, a trip to Miller’s Farm Shop in Kilmington to 
learn about how fruit and vegetables are grown, they 
recently went to one of the children’s homes to groom 
some horses, the local vicar pops in for singing and 
storytime, they have football training and yoga... to name 
a few! 

A recent project was a ‘gingerbread man postcard 
initiative’ which helped the little ones leam about travel. 

Amanda said: “We are very community-minded but the 
gingerbread man was to show the children that there is a 
big, wide world out there too.” 

What with the butterfly garden, wormery and a play 
dough session, I almost didn’t want to leave. I admit, with 
my limited knowledge of pre-schools, I didn’t realise there 
could be so much more going on than just colouring. 

The small people there were clearly enthralled in 
everything that was going on, they were polite and 
behaved excellently — which must say something. 

This place is a little-known gem and should be praised 
very highly. Most kids who go tend to go up to Shute 
Primary School, but it is not compulsory. 

And I survived it too. It wasn’t at all what I expected, 
which was a lot of screaming three-year-olds wiping their 
noses on me. It was in fact serene and pleasant and fun, 
although it was good to get back to the office and sit in a

Waterways handover bid

IN an attempt to combat 
future flooding problems in 
Ottery St Mary, East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) has 
recommended approval to 
hand over responsibility for 
waterways that run through 
the town to the Environment 
Agency. 

The idea is set to go before the 
EDDC executive committee at a 
meeting tomorrow night 
(Wednesday, March 31st). If it is 
given the go ahead main river 
status would be given to the 


Thorne Farm stream and a section 
of the Furzebrook that is not 
currently classed as a main river. 

In October 2008 torrential rain 
and a freak hail storm lashed 
down on Ottery. All the 
waterways in the town, and rivers 
surrounding Ottery, burst their 
banks adding to the chaos. 

As a result, more than 200 
properties were flooded and the 
town became cut off by flood 
water. Two cars were swept into 
the Furzebrook and more than 
£1 million worth of damage was 
caused. 

Roger Giles, town, district and 
county councillor for Ottery, said 


handing over responsibility to the 
Environment Agency would help 
minimise flood risk in Ottery. 

He said: “I am delighted that 
yet another action will minimise 
the flood risk of people living in 
places such as the Thorne Farm 
estate in Ottery. 

“I very much hope, that as a 
result of several flood prevention 
measures, that for very many 
concerned people in Ottery and 
other nearby flood hit 
communities, the days of anxiety 
whenever there is heavy rainfall 
are a thing of the past.” 

However, the Environment 
Agency is asking for a payment 


of £90,000, split over two years, 
to take on the responsibility for 
the waterways. This could prove 
to be a stumbling block and on 
the agenda for Wednesday night’s 
meeting it states that EDDC 
currently has no monies available 
to pay the sum. 

A spokesman for EDDC added: 
“Following the 2008 floods in the 
Otter catchment area, the 
Environment Agency has written 
to inform EDDC that they would 
be prepared to enmain four 
ordinary watercourses in east 
Devon. 

“These watercourses are the 
Thorne Farm stream, River Tale, 


Rockbeare stream and Marsh 
Green stream. 

“The Environment Agency 
requests a contribution to future 
maintenance, due to the financial 
liability that will pass from 
EDDC to the Environment 
Agency. Discussions have been 
held with the Environment 
Agency regarding the sum and 
they are prepared to accept a 
commuted sum of £45,000 a year 
over the next two financial years, 
a grand total of £90,000. 

“Enmainment would transfer 
the relevant powers to address 
flooding from the district council 
to the Environment Agency.”

Historical talk 
of carpet firm 

THE March monthly meeting of 
Seaton Women’s Institute was 
well attended. 

The speaker was Mr Hitchcock 
who gave members an informed 
history of Axminster Carpets. 

This journey started back in 1755 
when a weaver of cloth adapted his 
looms for carpet making. 

The group were reminded that 
Colyton at the time was a huge centre 
for wool. Cotton and jute were also 
required but had to be imported. 

Over the next 235 years however, 
the company sufferred mixed 
fortunes. 

The original factory was destroyed 
by fire and in 1836 Axminster 
Carpets suffered bankruptcy. 

The company was re-established in 
1936 and after WWII enjoyed the 
boom years of the fitted carpet. 

In recent times the Axminster 
Carpet Factory designed and 
produced an octagonal carpet for St 
Georges Hall, Windsor Castle, using 
computer technology. 

A lot of their business today is 
contract work for hotels, banks and 
commercial buildings.

The charity received 15,000 
applications for help last year alone 
and bearing in mind the cost of 
training a dog is £5,000, this cost 
includes support throughout its 
working life, the demand far exceeds 
the supply. 

Hearing dogs change the lives of 
their deaf owners by providing greater 
independence, confidence and 
security. 

Many people also suffer from other 


organisation.

He explained that a Memory Cafe 
was for people with dementia, 
Alzheimer’s being one form.

Mixed f eelings 
over fossil ban 

THE news that a fossil hunter has been banned 
from digging into the cliff faces at Charmouth 
and other Jurassic coast cliffs arouses mixed 
feelings. 

I have often collected ammonites, belemnites and 
portions of crinoid stems along the shore at Charmouth, 
but only in a desultory, amateurish fashion. Among the 
most attractive are the small ammonites which have 
been preserved in iron pyrites or Fool’s Gold and these 
can often be found lurking round the base of boulders. 

However, I have never ventured to ascend the 
crumbling cliffs with their boggy patches and those who 
do, in search of fossils, are definitely taking risks, but at 
the same time may also be unearthing fossils which are 
of scientific interest. 

Apparently, a Nigel Baldaro from Crewkenre, an avid 
fossil hunter, has been accused of loosening rocks to the 
potential danger of the public and both he and any other 
fossil collectors have been banned from collecting 
specimens from private land along the Jurassic coast as 
the result of an injunction brought by The National 
Trust, Natural England and Charmouth Parish Council, 
granted at Taunton Crown Court. 

This injunction does not, however, apply to anyone 
picking up fossils from the beach. This ban will 
doubtless cause considerable resentment and ill-feeling 
among genuine and dedicated fossil hunters and, whilst 
the ban may have some merit, it is symptomatic of the 
“elf and safety” syndrome which is sweeping the 
country. 

Well, the clocks have just gone forward, spring is 
officially here and Easter is upon us, yet the winter is 
only reluctantly loosening its icy grip. Daffodils and 
primroses are now just in flower, yet the grass is barely 
showing any signs of growth and while, this time last 
year, the thorn hedges were already green with new leaf, 
they are still a bleak brown and only a faint haze of new 
buds is beginning to blur the tree-scape. 

However, the Dorset Wildlife Trust, ever optimistic, is 
organising an Easter hunt for the eggs of sea creatures 
at its Purbeck Marine Wildlife Reserve on Friday, April 
2nd followed on the Saturday by The Great 
Kimmeridge Egg Case Hunt. Both activities are, of 
course, intended for children and although they won’t 
be able to eat any eggs they find, they will be rewarded 
with chocolate eggs instead. 

Both these egg hunt days start at 2pm and go on until 
3.30pm. Children must, of course, be accompanied and 
the cost is £2 per person. The Marine Centre, with 
colourful displays, interactive exhibits and aquaria will 
be open during the Easter holidays (April 2nd to 18th) 
Tuesdays to Sundays plus Easter Monday from 10.30am 
to 5pm. Further information from DWT on 01929 
481044. 

Gardening for wildlife is increasingly popular and if 
you’d like to learn more about how to do your bit for 
biodiversity then toddle along to Broadhembury 
Memorial Hall on April 3rd at 2pm when Kate Yeo from 
the Devon Wildlife Trust will explain how to plan 
“creature features” and attract butterflies, bees, birds 
and beetles to your garden with a diversity of plants and 
habitats. There is a charge of £5 for adults but 
admission is free for children under 16. 

Even the most modest of gardens can be utilised to 
assist wildlife without destroying the essential character 
of the area. A small pond can reap wonders, as too can 
well sited bird and bee boxes, butterfly and moth 
friendly flowers and log filled corners for beetles, frogs 
and toads. 

Formal and, to my eye, boring gardens with 
regimented colourful but nectar negative planting may 
please the owner but do little to assist wildlife which, in 
all its forms, is under ever-increasing threat.

Learning 
about the 
monks at 
the abbey 

The March meeting of Axminster Ladies Phoenix 
Club was the 10th anniversary of the formation of 
the club. 

Sadly, the meeting was opened with the news of the 
death of Elsie French. Members all stood in silence for one 
minute.

The speaker this month was Canon Claude Rutter who 
spoke to the group about The Cistercian Monks at Forde 
Abbey. 

The first English Cistercian Abbey was at Waverley, in 
Surrey. 

From there, 12 monks — it always had to be 12 because 
Jesus had 12 disciples — started a monastery in Brightley, 
in Devon, at the invitation of the Baron of Okehampton. 

However, this failed and in 1141 they set off back to 
Waverley. On their way back, the sister of the baron, 
Adelicia, offered the monks land at Thorncombe which 
they accepted, built Forde Abbey and remained there until 
the dissolution in 1539. 

Academic standards were high and some monks became 
learned theologians, such as Baldwin, Abbot of Forde 
from 1173, who subsequently became Archbishop of 
Canterbury. 

Forde Abbey was much larger when the monks were 
there. The front lawn was the site of a large church and the 
chapel was the Chapter House. 

There was also a hospital where the horses and coach 
park are now. Underneath the refectory and hospital there 
was a good drainage system, part of which can be seen 
today. 

The group all thoroughly enjoyed the talk, and members 
will now walk through Forde Abbey with renewed interest. 

After the talk, Canon Rutter joined the club for sherry 
and a special cake, made by Rita Brickhill and decorated 
by Jessica Hutson, to celebrate the anniversary.

Modification 
history told 
of train line 


THE February meeting of the Thorncombe Rail 
Activities Club saw John Penny, Network Rail 
Operations Manager, give a talk and presentation 
on the recent modifications to the ex-LSWR railway 
line around Axminster. 

John, who is based in Salisbury, and who was closely 
associated with the work, gave a comprehensive summary 
of the history of the line, with details of the track changes 
over the decades since opening in the 1860s. 

This included the rise and fall of the Lyme Regis branch 
line, which started in Axminster, and the cutting off of all 
the local branch lines and singling of the main line in the 
1960s. 

The recent changes came about due to a timetable 
commitment from South West Trains, which obliged 
Network Rail to double the track at Axminster for three 
miles. This allows a greater traffic density on the line, 
most of which was single track in this area, and the 
establishment of an hourly Exeter-Waterloo service. 

The three-mile section allows some flexibility in train 
movements if one train should be running up to five 
minutes late, and will permit extra trains to occupy the 
section without disrupting traffic in the other direction. 

This sometimes happens when the old Great Western 
line has engineering work, for instance, and trains are 
diverted to our local line. The new trackwork required 
extensive changes to the signalling, and incorporates some 
innovations in design to enhance all operations. 

One oddity is that trains run on the right hand line, 
contrary to normal practice. This is mainly due to the 
trackwork configuration, and allows trains to brake only 
for the station platform on approach, and not for the 
point work in addition. 

The meeting was well attended, despite the bleak 
weather, and many thoughtful questions were raised after 
the presentation.

FATHER Michael Koppel, 
Roman Catholic priest of 
Axminster, Lyme Regis and 
Seaton, this week asks, Where 
did it all go wrong? 

“On Palm Sunday, we remembered 
the greatest public success of our 
Lord’s earthly career. His entry into 
Jerusalem, acclaimed by the shouts of 
the crowd. And yet within a matter of 
days, all that popular support had 
ebbed away. Even Jesus’s closest 
friends had deserted him, leaving him 
at the mercy of the hostile authorities. 

“So where did it all go wrong? 
Perhaps there’s a clue in the way 
Jesus entered Jerusalem — riding on 
a donkey. This corresponded to an 
Old Testament prophecy, and would 
have suggested to people that Jesus 
was indeed the Messiah, the figure of 
Jewish expectation. But it would also 
have made the point that Jesus wasn’t 
the political hero many of the Jews 
were hoping for. 

“So maybe that’s where it all went 
wrong. People wanted a Messiah — 
but only if he didn’t upset their 
prejudices or interfered with their 
vested interests. Jesus wasn’t that 
kind of Messiah. He challenged the 
folk of his own time at the deepest 
level, just as he challenges us today. 
Given that fact, you could almost say 
the events of the week following that 
first Palm Sunday were bound to 
happen.” 

Church services over the remainder 
of Holy Week and Easter in east 
Devon are published on most church 
noticeboards and all denominations 
within Christians Together in Seaton 
and District have published church 
services elsewhere in this newspaper.

Mary Casey and Pene Davis, from 
St Gregory’s, have recently 
completed the National Anglican and 
Methodist course in Pioneer 
Discipleship, and this was celebrated 
in church on Palm Sunday.

— Life and Worship in the Coly 
Valley. 

This edition comes with a coloured 
cover, the work of a local artist. This 
magazine from the Colyton Benefice 
covers especially the churches at 
Colyton, Colyford and Southleigh. 
Looking inside the cover in the April 
issue, there are some interesting 
comments made by local church 
people about the Mission Community 
of five churches which was celebrated 
on the visit of the Bishop of Crediton 
in February, after which the real work 
began of becoming a really new 
community in which there will be 
greater sharing of the tasks of 
ministry. 

I have mentioned in this column 
before the current threat to the 
removal of help for listed church 
buildings by the ending of the current 
Grants Scheme. So what can we do? 
You can pay a visit to the Church of 
England website by going to 
www.churchcare.co.uk/new.php 
where there is a sample letter to local 
MPs to encourage them to ask for an 
extension of the current Grants 
Scheme. The Bishop of London has 
suggested inclusion of a paragraph 
telling your MP about the activity 
which your local church undertakes in 
the community — so do get writing.

Simple meas¬ 
ures such as looking well ahead 
and slowing down earlier instead of 
always using the brakes to slow 
down can make a real difference. 

“A smoother driving style is the sin¬ 
gle best eco-driving tip. Good eco¬ 
nomical driving starts with safer 
driving and anticipation.” 

Other money saving tips from the 
I AM: 

• Sticking to 70mph, instead of 
80mph, can save around four 
pence per mile. 

• A smooth driving style as 
opposed to an aggressive 


one has been estimated to save 
15 per cent fuel consumption. 

• An empty car roof box can 
increase fuel consumption by 
20 per cent on a motorway - if 
it’s not needed, don’t take it. 

• Correct tyre pressure reduces 
wear and helps fuel economy.

• Plan your route in advance: con 
tinuous, smooth driving on 
uncongested routes is always 
more economical, even if they 
are longer.

•Take the unnecessary baggage 
out of your boot - the added 
weight will affect your fuel 
efficiency.

New EC Regulations Hit Car Air Conditioning This Summer 


FROM 4th July only qualified per¬ 
sonnel can maintain your Car Air 
Conditioning 

From the 4th of July the new EC reg¬ 
ulations on F gases come into force. 
These are trying to reduce the amount 
of F gases released into the atmos¬ 
phere. This means that anyone now 
working on vehicle air conditioning 
(handling refrigerant) must have 
passed a special exam to obtain the 
qualification to continue working with 
vehicle air conditioning and under¬ 
stand the new legislation. Anyone 
caught working with refrigerants that 
fall into the F gas categories without 
the correct certificates will be liable for 


a substantial fine! 

We are fortunate to have in Colyton 
David Thurgood & Sean Greig, David 
has over 20 years of experience in Auto 
& agricultural Air Conditioning and 
Sean the same length of time in Auto 
Electrics and Electronic Diagnostics. 
They both volunteered to sit the new 
City & Guilds exam to continue working 
with F gases. Both passing with flying 
colours! 

Like a fridge or freezer car air condi¬ 
tioning uses a refrigerant ‘gas’. The re¬ 
frigerant used in today’s cars is R134a 
which is an FIFC (Flydroflorocarbon) 
which, unlike it’s predecessors does 
not deplete the Ozone layer but does 


contribute to the Greenhouse Effect 
and Global warming! 

Why you should have your vehicle 
Air Conditioning System checked 
and serviced on a regular basis 
To be as Green as Possible 
Some people suggest that an A/C 
system is sealed and does not require 
maintenance. This is not the case - 
every year some of the refrigerant in the 
system escapes by seepage from the 
hoses, connections and corroded 
components. This results in the cooling 
effect of the system being reduced. We 
now more than ever have to make sure 
that the very minimum escapes to 
comply with the new regulations and 
do everything we can to prevent further 
increases in the Greenhouse Effect. 
This means that it is essential for regu¬ 
lar checks and inspections to be car¬ 
ried out to prevent excessive refrigerant 
loss by identifying potential problems 
before its too late! 

To Prevent Costly Repairs 
As the refrigerant volume in the sys¬ 
tem reduces, so does the efficiency of 
the system. But that’s not all: The re¬ 
frigerant also contains special oil which 
lubricates the system and in particular 
the compressor (which pumps the re¬ 
frigerant around the system). A lower 
level of refrigerant results in a reduction 
in the lubrication of the compressor 
and other components, which can 
cause potentially expensive repair 
costs 


In addition, when there is insufficient 
refrigerant in the system, the compres¬ 
sor has to work longer, and more often, 
to maintain the chosen temperature in¬ 
side the car, with a corresponding in¬ 
crease in fuel consumption. 

To Stop Little Smells & Worse 

Another part of the system requiring 
periodic checks is the passenger com¬ 
partment filter. This is designed to re¬ 
move dust dirt and pollen from the air 
entering the vehicle. Over time the filter 
will clog and its efficiency will be signif¬ 
icantly reduced - signalling the time for 
it to be replaced. Also as part of the 
ventilation system the A/C evaporator, 
which is situated behind the dash¬ 
board, in a dark and damp environ¬ 
ment. This is an ideal breeding ground 
for the micro-organisms and bacteria 
that cause unpleasant odours in the 
vehicle. Disinfection of the evaporator 
at regular intervals will remove existing 
micro-organisms and any associated 
smells. 

It is recommended that your A/C sys¬ 
tem is checked, the filter replaced and 
serviced every year. Regular mainte¬ 
nance will ensure the efficiency of the 
system; reduce the likelihood of break¬ 
downs, increase fuel economy and the 
residual value of the vehicle. 

Older Vehicles 

There are concerns these days that 
some of the older A/C systems are be¬ 
coming obsolete because the original 
R12 Freon refrigerant is no longer avail¬

a qualified professional so there is no 
need to be without A/C in your Classic.
